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The Lord Mayor of London Lins come into 
Such pioininence during tho past w’<-ek as 
would alm ost seem to justify tho French 
idea that he is scarcely ie-s im portant in 
Great Britain than tho nom inal ruler of th at 
"right little, ti clit little island.” Like m any 
another ruler, however, tile Lord Mayor < I 
London shines with a reheeled licht, and it 
is due rather to others than him self th at 
the most notable proceedings of the week 
in Great Britain, and, indeed, on the conti­ 
nent of Europe, generally < entre on Lord 
Mayor’s day aud tho Lord M ayor’s inaugural 
dinner. 
Douglas Jerrohl once said th at lf London 
were swallowed up by an earthquake, Hie 
survivors would m eet ani mr the ruins and 
celebrate tile event by a dinner. The Lord 
Mayor’s dinner on Novem ber ti of cad i year 
Is by all odds the most im portant of public 
or state I aliquots, for the reason th at Cus­ 
tom has long since m ade alm ost im perative 
the presence of the prim e m inister and his 
Bolb agues, and it occurring ut a tim e when 
Parliam ent is not in session,this dinner has, 
also by custom, become the occasion when 
her m ajesty’s m inisters give cxprt* sum to 
their views on public affairs which else 
would have found voice in Parliam ent. 
This custom was justified on Tuesday last. 
When Lord Salisbury, replying lo tee toft-t 
of "her m ajesty’s m inisters,” gave utter­ 
ance to a speech, which, like that of Lord 
beaconsiield iii 187s, indicates til at the 
country of which he is the head still holds 
the foremost rank, and is expected to voi e 
the sentim ents of the great powers. It in­ 
volved a menace to Russia, b ut that was 
promptly forthcom ing, and the refreshing 
plainness of speech al th e dinner was in 
m arked contrast to the diplom atic u tter­ 
ances which usually iind ttieir way into 
print on sim ilar subjects. 
As in 1878, Lord .Salisbury found for his 
topics 
T h e P erfid y of ltn iiln 
and the th reats of France, aud on both of 
them he spoke in tones which show th at 
the voice of the country he represents is yet 
Imperial. It is well known that tho French 
papers have teem ed of late w ith insulting 
references to the E nglish occupation of 
Egypt, and tho French m inister to G reat 
Britain lias, under instrin tions from his 
governm ent, insisted 
upon 
the English 
troops being w ithdraw n from that country. 
Lord Salisbury’s answer to this is th at thev 
will leave E gypt—when they please, and at 
no other time. 
Here are the words, and it 
Is hard for any one except a professional 
A nglophobia to find any trace of weakness 
iii them : 
"The stay of lho English in 
Egypt had been upheld by politicians of all 
flaities as one of lim ited duration. 
T hat 
im it was not a tim e lim it, but a lim it of 
work which E ngland was bound to accom­ 
plish by pledge so distinct and so often re- 
Eeated th at she could not retreat. 
The 
nglish could not leave Egypt u ntil th at 
country was secure from foreign oppression 
aud until order had been restored iii do­ 
m estic affairs. 
The governm ent was en­ 
couraged in this task by growing proofs of 
advancing 
prosperity in 
Egypt. 
Her 
finances wore morn prom ising than they 
had ever been, although 
they had not 
Beached a point th at would enable the 
governm ent to decline It- task fulfil led.” 
On the Bulgarian question, he was etui 
less reticent, and there is no ueed to w onder 
bow the words uttered al Hie Lord M ayor’s 
dinner caused special irritation at the R us­ 
sian capital, and m ade the streets of tho 
B ulgarian m etropolis ring w ith cheers lor 
the speaker. It is only necessary to substi­ 
tu te the word ‘‘Russian’’ for ''foreign'’ to 
see tho full im port of Lord Salis.jury’s 
words, and how likely they are to 
U rin e tile T w o C ountries to W a r. 
Lord Salisbury said the sym pathies of tho 
E nglish people wero aroused by the specta­ 
cle of B ulgaria’s struggle for independence. 
and th a t the language of diplom atic m en­ 
ace used toward Bulgar a by a European 
State (Russia) had caused the deepest re­ 
gret. 
"A m idnight conspiracy led by men de­ 
bauched by foreign (I. e.. Russian) gold 
had 
hunted 
Bi ieee 
A lexander 
from 
the throne 
of 
B ulgaria and 
outraged 
the 
conscience 
aud 
sentim ent of E u­ 
rope. The 
injustice 
of this deed was 
aggravated by foreign diplou a y saving 
the conspirators, an act of interference 
which causeu earnest reprobation through­ 
out Europe. Bulgarian rights were assured 
by the Berlin treaty, on which the salva­ 
tion o; Europe dei.end* d. English interest 
In th at treaty was not an isolated tine. 
Other powers also were interested in the 
vindication of tho treaty. 
Ile was sure 
that if a m ajority of th e signatory powers 
recognized the fact th a t it was th eir duty 
toeniorce the treaty, England woulu not be 
found backward in co-operating with them. 
lf 
E ngland’s Individual 
interests only 
were affected, England would ask no coun­ 
sel and would seek no a«si-tutee, but would 
defend her interests with lier own arm. 
But iii this instance she would not accept 
the responsibility of isolated action. The 
governm ent’s policy was shaped in har­ 
mony with that of Austria, Ile t usted that, 
tho peace would not be disturbed, and th at 
under the influence of public opinion the 
infant liberties of Bulgaria would not be 
unpaired. 
The speech of Lord George Ham ilton, 
wlio followed his chief, in replying to the 
toast of “the navy,” is also notic able, be­ 
cause it intim ated th at the contingency of 
war has been looked full in tho face, and 
his em phatic rem ark th at the British navy 
is fully equal to th a t oi any three European 
states m ay he regarded as giving point to 
Lord Salisbury’s utterances.

E ffect* of the Speech In Europe—Curi­ 
ous Attem pts to W eaken It. 
As was intim ated above, the echoes of this 
Breech have been reverberating around 
Europe ever since. 
N aturally enough, after 
five days’ interval, some ingenious corre­ 
spondents have discovered how weak it 
was. One says: 
"Lord 8alisburv’s speech after the Lord 
Mayor’ turtle caused oy all around. Tho 
H ungarian press exults over it, tor the 
plucky H ungarians have been sm arting un­ 
der Russian im pudence and m oaning at 
A ustria's weakness and subm ission, and 
hope their em pire w ill go ahead and ^ v in ­ 
dicate its dignity and rights, now th a t it is 
assured of the support of Eng and. Salis­ 
bury’s speech was weak enough, however, 
except, iii the spirited phrase referring to 
the overthrow of tile Bulgarian prince, 
which expressed the private sentim ent of 
the Lueen, and it is even said was dictated 
by her. 
"T his also w as m ild and gentle enough, 
but it has caused the English press to Durst 
into a song oi trium ph. This song is in­ 
tensified by Lord George H am ilton’s sooth­ 
ing assurance at the same banquet th at 
the British navy is strong enough and 
great enough to defy the world, exceeding 
the combined forces of any three of the 
greatest European naval powers, a state­ 
m ent which pours balm into Hie wounds 
opened by Lord Charles Beresford’s tru th ­ 
ful, but unpleasing, utterances about the 
weakness of tho navy.” 
It is worth noticing th at this "sadly 
w eak” utterance has stiffened up A ustria’s 
backbone, a curious medicine it woald 
seem for th at purpose, iu regard to Lord 
B eresford^ difference of opinion as to the 
strength of tho navy, it should be noted 
th at the weakness of the British navy is 
alw ays a stock subject of complaint. Com­ 
plaint is justifiable always because it tends 
to increase tho efficiency of the fleet. No 
one believes in it, but it has the good effect 
of keeping the public interest up in tho 
m aintenance of the navy. 
How i t iictla Liked the Speech. 
It is evident th a t the n eat little phrase 
about Alexander’s wrongs stirred things up 
in Russia, as a telegram from the Czar to 
Baron de Staal ordered the latter to de­ 
mand an explanation.

LABOR AND WAGES. 


The C h i c a g o strik e V irtually E n d ed - F all 


River Spinnera 
M atters Y et in Dis­ 
pute in V arious Places. 
T he sinking butchers of Chicago h a te 
had a hard row to hoe during tho w eek. A 
strong force of m ilitary ana police has born 
ou hand prom pt to suppress riot, and its 
services have been frequently called into 
requisition, always to tho discomfiture of 
the strikers. Worse than this, men have 
been constantly arriving from other cities 
to take their p laces and it was calculated 
th a t 7OOO men are now employed, 
in some 
cases tirtus have been aide to carry on their 
business some of them baaing obtained 
outside help by having their cattle shipped 
to other points and slaughtered by country 
butchers. 
Workmen arriving in I’aekingtow n to 
take tim places of those on strike have had 
t > Pe escorted to Hie works by strong bodies 
of pole e. Even this has not been success­ 
ful in preventing assail t, and m any tough 
s trrnis1 cs Ii ive taken place d ning the 
weak. 
It was ret o r t'd that a boycott had 
been declared on tho meats prepared by 
Armour A Co., sw ift N Co., and other 
firms. 
Mr. A. A. Carlton, and Mr. Barry 
of the Executive Board of the General As­ 
sembly. Rn.gilts of I. bar, have been in 
Chicago during the past week, endeavor, 
ing to bt mg about a settlem ent of the 
trouble. The form er gentlem an was tub 
m itted to conference with member* of the 
Packets’ As <>■ latten. This took plat eon Sat­ 
urday. aud while the facts in lite ca e were 
not wholly given out, it transpired that the 
m anufacturers made out a good case. Mr. 
C anton thought it needed little to bring 
about m ut.’.al concessions 
by which tho 
strike c nill he settled. The evident fair­ 
ness and courtesy displayed in the confer­ 
ence showed that the Packers’ Associa­ 
tion was ready to talk over the m atter, and 
m eet their employes, oven while insisting 
on Un* impossibility of a continuance of 
the eight-hour system . 
On Saturday afternoon nearly 2000 strik ­ 
ers gathered about Hie dw elling of tho 
Armours’ employe who was attacked F ri­ 
day while attem pting to move his house­ 
hold in o s to alioth *r neighborhood. The 
ire of the strikers against this m an is owing 
to the fact th at he is a K nightof Labor aud 
refused to go out with the others. He again 
had his goods upon wagons Saturday alter- 
noon when set upon by tho moi). Company 
0 of tho F irst Regim ent arrived before 
m uch dam age wa- done, and cicale i tile 
moi*, which fell bick. O oinpny E then

wagon of Pinkerton’s men being left to pro­

tile others to rout. 
No casualties are re­ 
ported. 
At a m eeting of the strikers Saturday 
night, a dispatch was read by Mr. Barry 
from Mr. Powderly ordering the strike off 
and the men to return to work. 
Ihe senti­ 
m ent of Hie m eeting w as equally divided, 
and further action on Ute m atter was post­ 
poned until Monday. 
A sp' etal m eeting of Ute Chicago Trades 
A s'einoly developed strong opposition in 
the ssembly to obeying Powderly’s order, 
aud th e opposition all came trout delegates 
who are knights, wdtite those who are 
trades-unionists alm ost unanim ously fa­ 
vored obedience, rn my of them on the 
ground that cis' ipiine ought to lie m ain­ 
tained am ong the knights and others, on 
the ground that Powderly’s order was the 
only rational thing he could do in Ute prem ­ 
ises. 
Tile Spinners’ Union at Fall River, Mass., 
form ally requested the m anufacturers of 
th at place to advance Hie wages IO per 
c e n t, or equivalent to that paid in January, 
1885. Tho dem and was refused, and now 
the Spinners’ I Ilion is asking for a confer­ 
ence with the employers. 
It is probable 
th at their request w ill not be granted, and 
the State Board of A rbitration will then be 
appealed to. 
Shirt stitchers in 
D enham 's factory at 
New Bedford are on a strike against a re­ 
duction of pay. 
The strike at the Groveland Mills, Haver- 
hilt, Mass., lias t een settled, th*! men re­ 
turning to work on Ute em ployer’s term s. 
A large num ber of Italian laborers work­ 
ing on the sewers at Stam ford, Conn., who 
had not been paid by the sub-contractor in 
four woeks, made a dem onstration Satur­ 
day th at scared the town, 
i'hey sm ashed 
the sew’er pines and tool boxes and threat­ 
ened tire. 'Lite sub-contractor, It appears, 
was losing money, and le ft 
Dynam ite 
cartridges were found with some of the 
laborers.

The trial lasted 
four tiavs, and the case was given to the 
jury Saturday last. and. atter tive hours’ 
consultation, they disagreed. It is under­ 
stood th a t nine were for conviction and 
three ior acquittal, it is to be regretted 
th a t the m atter could not reach a conclu­ 
sion.

sacred trust of God’s truths to m ankind. 
I H o l d 'F lin t the I ii title Illy 
of man on the outside is relatively harm ­ 
less and th at Hie greatest infidels, not pur­ 
posely, not professedly,but Hie men th at are 
after all really working a dis-esteem for tile 
Bible, are the Christian men, doctors, pro­ 
fessors, teachers in Hie church, who are de­ 
stroying the real spirit of tile Bible, while 
they are attem pting to quarrel into exis­ 
tence their own theory of the B ible; it is 
the men th a t love Hie Bible th at are the 
true teachers, endorsers of it, not tim men 
that are the loudest and the most intensely 
earnest about the text and the dogma.

T he D esperate Attem pt of T w o Prison­ 
ers to Regain Liberty. 


B a l t im o r e , 
November 14.—A bold at­ 
tem pt was mado last uiglit to burn the jail 
at Princess Anne, the county seat of Somer­ 
set county. Tile fire originated in the large 
cell occupied by Jam es Stevens, a colored 
m an under sentence of death for assault 
upon 
Mrs. 
Mary 
T rehearn, 
an aged 
widow. Thom as 
Cavouy, 
an 
English­ 
m an serving 
sentence for larceny, was 
in the same room. The jail is of stone and 
the large corner cell in which these two 
prisoners were had recently been sealed on 
the outside w ith heavy sheet-iron. Stevens, 
driven to desperation and seeiug no other 
means of es< ape. determ ined to m ake a last 
effort to gain ilia liberty by firiug the 
prison. 
The celling of his room was saturated 
w ith coal oil. a bottle of which the prison­ 
ers had secreted. It was then fired, and th e 
two men then prepared for cith er a horrible 
death or joyful liberty. Tho prisoners in 
adjoining ceils gave the a! arui, and tha 
sheriff aud his deputies broke open the 
door 
of 
Stevens’ 
cell. 
Mavens 
lay 
on the floor feigjning sleep, while the 
Englishm an stood in the centre of the cell 
contem plating the blaze slowly encircling 
th e ceiling. 
Juxt as the officer* entered 
Stevens leaped to his feet and tried to dash 
past them , but they were too quick, and 
after a desperate snuggle with the tw o 
prisoners, during which both prisoners 
and 
officers 
were nearly 
suffocated 
by smoke and blistered by the increasing 
heat, 
the 
prisoners were 
overi*ouered. 
Stevens had succeeded in loosening the 
chain which fastened him to thew ll of th e 
cell. 
This was the second attem pt by 
prisoners to burn the jail w ithin two years.

C h ic a g o , IIL, November 14.—Miss Daisy 
Irick, 16 years old, and a social favorite in 
Hyde Park, a Chicago suburb, died thii 
m orning in great agony from an attack of 
hydrophobia. She was bitten twenty-seven 
days ago by a shepherd dog which bad 
strayed into a yard surrounding her father’s 
residence. 
B ut little attention was paid 
to the wound until Thursday, when the 
young (adv was thrown into convulsions. An 
hour before her malady became evident she 
wan in good health. Dr. W ickham was 
caked and applied the rem edies used in 
such cases, but they were of no avail. 
Miss 
Irick w ent into a spasm at 7.30 o’clock this 
m orning. 
Her relatives were unable to 
keep her prostrate and when the 
par­ 
oxysm iiad passed off 
she was found 
to be a corpse. The wounds inflicted by the 
Jog were made on the lower limbs. 
Mad- 
stones had been applied to the incisions 
m ade by the dog’s teeth, but they proved to 
1)6 useless. Dr. Wiekh m gave a certificate 
of death from hydrophobia today, and she 
will be buried tomorrow. No

The cellars of one of the largest nursery 
firms in western New York, iii which trees 
and plants are stored in the winter, are 
sunken In the earth live feet, and ise sev­ 
eral L e t above ti e surface, with an air­ 
space under he roof, the same being ceiled 
closely beneath. 
There are ventilating 
windows at intervals along the roofs; these 
are opened and the air circulated freely 
through the cellar, every day when the 
weather is not too cold. In order to prevent 
dwnpnes* and mildew. Mildew is one of 
the 
most dangerous 
features of 
stor­ 
ing trees in cell rs. Tlie cellars are evam- 
ne I daily, and if mildew is discovered on 
roses, vines or small twigs of trees, pulver­ 
ized sulphur is burned iii a keti ie. the cel­ 
lar being dosed at the time, eausiug tile 
vapor to penetrate every nook and corner 
aud cestioy the mildew. Til * fumigat on 
has to be re; eared at intervals if the mould 
appears. 
Sprinkling the mouldy planis 
w ith powdered sulphur answers the same 
purpose. Mice sometimes do 'iijury to trees 
in cellars, but til is finn h a 'e never mc 
witli any loss in th s way, as they permit 
the cai* to have full rang ■ of the cell.ira.

cream y sauce and devilled chestnut*. 
“ We w ill begin ,” said Miss M aynard, w ith

C ream o f C elery Soap . 
Take one head celery cut in sm all pieces 
and lo lle d in one pint w hite stock; add one 
slice onion, one h alf blade m ace and four 
peppercorns. 
Boil one hour. 
Rub through 
a sieve. 
Add one pint more w h ite stock, 
boil, then add one pint cream. Cook one 
tablespoonful butter and one of dour to­ 
gether and add to tho soup. 
Tiffs soup stock was m ade originally from 
a kn uckle of real. 
W ater may be used In­ 
stead, if preferred. 
M ake th e addition ot 
stock w h ile rubbing the cooked 
celery 
through th e sieve to assist th e process. 
L et 
the m ixture boil and add tho butler and 
flour cooked together. 
W hen it com es to a 
Loll again add salt and pauper. 
If too th ick 
add a little m ore m ilk and serve. 
R o a st C hickens. 
Clean, wipe, stuff, sew ana tie or skew er 
into shape. 
Rub over w ith soft butter, salt. 
pop? or and flour. 
R oast in hot oven, hast­ 
ing often, using one-third cup butter m elted 
in one cup hot w ater. 
D redge w ith flour 
atter each basting. 
Choose a yellow and plum p chicken. Test 
a chicken ny pressing on the end of the 
breast bone; if it is soft and cartilaginous it 
is a c l Ic k en; if hard and bony throughout 
ll m e ins an older fowl, 
hom e dealers at­ 
tem pt to ch eat by f reaking th e end of the 
breast-bone. but one can usually detect 
th is by pressing carefully. 
Get one w ith as 
few pin-f eat liers bs possible. T ake out What 
rem ain ut these, then rub w ith the hand to 
tub tip th e hairs, aud singe over burning 
paper.

rep d ers society no g re a te r service th a n th e 
tra c k in g of crim e to its h a u n ts an d tho 
ru th less exposure of its e x te n t, its m e th ­ 
ods an d its rep u lsiv en ess 
T his is a m ore 
sensible stan d p o in t th a n we are accustom ed 
to find Hie ed ito rs of religious p ap ers oc­ 
cupying. 
T h a t m orbid school of m oralists 
w hich holds th a t th e one an d only way to 
consider crim e is n o t to consider it a t all, 
and w ho, if th ey could exorcise a censor­ 
ship o v er th e c rim in a l new s of th e day, 
w ould suppress it a lto g eth er, find som e new 
lig h t th a t th e y badly need in th e follow ing 
passage from Mr. M a b i e ’s paper: 


Tho press bas m ore th an on ce track ed la w ­ 
break ers w h o had evad ed official search , and 
brought th em to ju stice.

Interesting Description of Their Struc­ 
ture -Sea Turtles, Electric Eels, Tiny 
Smelts and Bait Caught in Traps. 


N o r t h T r u r o , N o v em b er 11 .—T h e first 
fish w eirs b u ilt in C ape Cod w aters w ere 
v ery c ru d e affairs, m ad e of b ru sh in te r­ 
laced w ith lath s, an d w ere p u t dow n th irty 
or fort y y ears ago p rin cip ally along th e shore 
ot Sandy P o in t, C h ath am . L ater o th e rs w ere 
b u ilt a i d ifferen t po in ts th ro u g h V ineyard 
sound and B uzzards bay. 
T hey w ere very 
slen d er stru c tu re s, u n a b le to sta n d th e 
sto rm s a n d th e business tailed to prove a 
bonanza. 
A bout tw e n ty y ears ago a sim ila r e x p e ri­ 
m e n t w as trie d a t F u m et h arb o r, T ruro, 
b u ilt of poles an d lath s, b u t th is w as a b a n ­ 
doned as a fa ilu re a fte r one season’s trial.

Chicken Breth a la Palestine. 
CHICKEN BROTH FOR SOUPS. ETC. 
Put in a stock pot two pounds of lean 
beef, two pounds of lean veal, a large, 
tender fowl, two tablesi*oenfuls of salt and 
two gallons of cold water, set on the tire, 
start slowly; when boiling scum well, add 
two carrots, an onion w ith tliiee cloves in 
it, two stalks of celery, two leeks and 
parsley root tied together, let boil slowly for 
five hours, adding at times a little water to 
replace the evaporation. When the fowl Is 
done take it oft tor fuither use. skim the 
fat and strain the broth through a wet nap­ 
kin into a saucepan and keep warm. 


Chicken Broth a la Britannia. 
Prepare three quarts chicken broth as for 
a la Palestine. 
Butter a plain tumbler 
mould, spread on the bottom half an inch 
of cream, chicken force meat, lightly red­ 
dened with lobster oorai. Then spread an­ 
other half-inch of the same force meat, not 
colored. Put the mould in a sauce pan witn 
a little boiling water, cover aid steam 
slowly about fifteen minute*, until well set 
Cool, turn carefully on a wet cloth, cut per- 
pendiculsrly in small pieces, put in so u p 
tureen, with garnish mg of vegetables; pour 
the broth over and serve.

Green Pea a la Marty. 
’ Boil a pint and a half of small green peas 
n a quart of slightly salted water w'ith a 
small piece of butter. When done drain 
the peas aud put them with three quarts of 
chicken broth, some chervil and lettuce 
leaves cut in fine abreacts. Boil five min­ 
utes longer. Pour in a soup tureen over 
two French rolls finely sliced and dried in 
the oven.

Clam Chowder for Twelve Persona. 
Take abont one pound of nice fat; pork 
cut in small dice, pot in a pan and fried a 
light brown.

Have ready 
twelve or fourteen potatoes cut in eight 
pieces, with two quarts of small clams with 
their liquor, the liquor being well strained.

I’enu., November IO .—In 
the large storeroom of Smith, Kline & Co., 
309 North Third street, might be seen a 
thousand and more boules containing vari­ 
ous kinds of spurious patent medicines, for 
the manufacture and sale of which J. R. 
Parke, J. Opdyke and Alfred Fetter were 
arrested last Friday. 
Mr. Kline of tile firm has been inde­ 
fatigable in his pursuit of evidence to con­ 
vict the counterfeiters, and it was at his in­ 
stance the above men were arrested. Every 
bottle boro positive evidence in one way or 
another of its fraudulent character. Some 
bad counterfeit labels and some had no 
ijib&ls fit a11* 
Mr. Kline said to T h e G l o b e correspond­ 
ent today: "The arrest of these parties has 
attracted widespread 
attention 
in

whole drug trade. The exposure not only 
is or great lielp to tile trade, but nlso incal­ 
culably benefits the public. Many a man 
strolls into one of these cheap places and 
buys an article as genuine, winch may Le of 
vast iniury to himself and family.

T H E W A S H I N G T O N M O N U M E N T . 


A T ongh Climb Fop the T.razjr M any 
b a d i r i M a k e th e T rip , 
(Washington Star.] 
The passenger elevator of the W ashing­ 
ton m onum ent is in position, and will soon 
ie com pleted and in readiness to carrv pas­ 
sengers to the 500-foot level, when Con­ 
gress shall authorize such use to he m ade of 
it. It will be some tim e yet before the 
m onum ent is entirely completed. In the 
m eantim e the m onum ent is still open to 
the public, who are scil perm itted to work 
their passage to the top afoot, afW they will 
probably lie accorded this pryvilege until 
Congress m akes some provision for running 
the elevator for their convenience. 
Since the 1st of April, when tho iron 
stairw ay th at ascends the shaft was com­ 
pleted aud visitors adm itted, lo ,goo passes 
have been issued to applicants. Of these 
200 were not used. 
The ascent of the m onum ent is quite an 
u n d ertak in g .and m any visitors who have 
gone to the trouble to secure passes are con­ 
to rt to exam ine ii from the ground after a 
glan e u p the dark sh alt brines a realiza­ 
tion of the task bcf re them . It takes gen­ 
erally about an hour for persons who are 
not in a burry to m ake the round trip. This 
gives tw enty or twenty-live m inutes for 
the ascent, am ide tim e toenjoy the magnifi­ 
cent view from the windows at the 500- 
feet level anc twenty m inutes to descend. 
The quickest tune th a t the ascent has yet 
been m ads is ten m inutes. 
When it is 
considered th at to accomplish the task iu 
th at tim e it is neces ary for the clim ber to 
ascend at the rate of fifty feet a tain Ute, or 
as fast us the freight elevator used to as­ 
cend when the m onum ent was in course of 
( obstruction. it can be realized th at this is 
very fast time. 
There are 893 step* to be ascended, w ith­ 
out taking into consideration the many 
horizontal 'ten s on the ten platform s or 
landing* which form a part of the iron stair­ 
way. 
"Do m any ladies go up?” repeated W atch­ 
man Shea.

Philadelphia seem s to be the chief seat 
of tho um brella industry in this coun­ 
try, and

gentlem an connected w ith 
a large 
um brella 
factory 
in th a t city 
gave the w riter as his estim ate of the num ­ 
ber turned out yearly throughout tbe coun­ 
try, 8,000.009. This would allow an um ­ 
brella to about one person in six, according 
to the last census coinput Mon of the popu­ 
lation, and one um brella for every s ir per­ 
sons is certainly not a very generous distri­ 
bution. Added to the num ber m ade in this 
country, are about one-half m illion w hich 
are im ported, chietiy from France and 
England. 
It was not until the year 1800 th a t Ameri­ 
cans began to m ake their own um brellas. 
The word conies from the L atin untbra, 
which m eans a shade, but the nam e, m ust 
probably, was introduced into the English 
language from the Italian word om brella. 
Parasol m eans "to ward off tho sun,” and 
another pretty nam e, not m n h used bv 
Am ericans (or a *m til parasol, is "p.iraso- 
lctte.” The um brella,in oriental countries. 
is a very ancient anil prim itive symbol of 
royal auth'.ritv. Tile "crow n” is bitt the 
fur "ap of N orthern raoes.adorned w ith go.d 
and jewel*. The timi relbi tra os its dece nt 
to tile primeval ancestry of the tropical for­ 
est; the gigantic leaves of tho prim Hie its 
prototype. 
But it is only in very recent 
tittie* th at the orm rolla has Peen converted 
into the i arapluie. Those of our readers who 
have read “Robinson C rusoe," rem em ber 
how he made his um brella and cover,*d t 
with skins. Then there have been um brellas 
Covered with large feathers th at would 
slied rain like a "ditck’H back.” aud um ­ 
brellas with coverings of oilcloth, of straw , 
of pa; ar. of woollen stuffs, until now Hourly 
all nm brei I s are covered with either silk, 
al nam , or gingham . 
There are several um brella factories in 
Brooklyn 
I was taken over one of these 
factories thp other dav, and was soon made 
to see th at there are many more different 
things o cd in m aking um brella* tiian I 
had at first supposed. There are, first, the 
stick, m ade of wood; nits, stretchers and 
springs ot 
steel, 
ti e 
runner, 
runner 
notch, 
tbe 
ferrule, cap, 
band* 
and 
tips of brass or nickel; then there are 
tlie covering, the runner guard, wit ch is of 
silk or leather, the inside cap. and often­ 
tim es fancy handle, which may be of ivory, 
bone, horn, w alrus tusk, or even m otlier of 
pearl or some kind of metal, and if you look 
sharply you will find a rivet put iii deftly 
here and there. . 
For th® sticks a great variety of wood is 
u«ed. although all the wood m ust be bard, 
firm, tough, ami capable of receiving both 
polish and staining, 
ih o cheaper sticks 
Hre sawed out of plank, chietiy of m aple 
and iron wood. 
They are then “ turtle i” 
(that is. m ade roirad), polished and stained. 
The "natural sticks," not very long ago, 
w-ere all im ported Irom E ngland-but th at 
has been changed, and we 
now send 
England 
a 
part of our own 
supple, 
w nich con*ists prin-’ipally of 
haw thorn 
and huckleberry, from New A ork and New 
Jersey, and of oak, ash. hickory aud wild 
cherry. 
To look at th- se sticks, often

intr* a iieoii curve at tho bottom for the 
handle, you may feel quite sure that it is of 
partridge wood, which does not grow large 
enough to furnish a knob for a handle, but 
w e n steam ed a units of being bent. 
The runnel', ferrule, cap, band, etc., form 
w hat is called um brella furniture, and for 
these articles there is a special m «nufao- 
tory. A nother factory still cuts and grooves 
wire of steel into the ribs aud stretcher.!. 
Form erly ribs were m ade out of cane or 
whalebone, but these m aterials are now 
seluom used. 
When the steel is grooved it 
is called a paragon flam e, which is the 
light-ist a n t best made. I t was invented 
bv an Englishm an nam ed Fox about tw enty 
years ago. Tho latest im provem ent in the 
m anufacture of ribs is to give them an in­ 
ward curve at the bottom so th at thev will 
tit snugly around the slick, and which dis­ 
penses with the Md cup—a cup-shaped piece 
of m etal th at closes o\ er the tins. 
Most of tbe silk used for um brella covers 
is brought from France.btit we m ake all our 
um brella gingham , which is woven into 
various w idths to suit um brella fram es of 
differ nt sire, and along carli edge of tho 
fabric a border is form e'I of large cords. As 
to alpaca, a dye botts® has been built near 
Philadelphia on the plan of English dve 
tp'tues. so that our hom em ade alpacas may 
be dved as good and durabio a bl ck as tbe 
girighm i receives; 
for although nobody 
m inds carrying an old um brella, no < Uy 
likes to carry a faded one. Although there 
are um brellas of blue, green and buff, the 
favorite hue seems to be bl ick.

"A flea chained up by 
the neck alive, all for a h a’penny,” the ad­ 
vertisem ent rend. This m in had a com­ 
plete theatrical wardrobe for his perform ­ 
ers, consisting of chains, locks, padlocks, 
cars, coaches and a variety of objects, all of 
which wereof dim inutive size, aud m id* of 
silver. Ho gave a regular perform ance 
at night in the 1 avern?, where flea races in 
chariots were held; where flea* walked the 
tight rope and perform ed all kinds of im ­ 
possible feats 
Fie fed his pets three tim es 
a day. it is said, by allowing them to graze, 
a* it were, upon the back of his hand. He 
claimed to bo the only m an who posses-ed 
tim secret of tam iutf the Iiti I* creatures, hut 
it evidently got out. as did his fleas, one 
night, when in his cup* the box got broken 
aud the fleas and their silver harness'disat>- 
peared from sight. In 1829 another m an 
advertised a Ilea show in London, 
Ho 
shows I a single pair, enc of which dragged 
a sm all wagon, while the c h e r represented 
a condem ned prisoner bound iii chains. 
Not many years after this a flea circns 
was exh'bited w ith great success in Not­ 
tingham . 
The fleas were shown with gold 
• h ins about them , depending like collars 
from their necks. 
One flea drew a cai ved 
cherry stone m ounted on wheels, while the 
other dragged a silver cannon. 
In 1846 a 
show called tho "Industrious Fleas” was 
exhibited, a feature of which wa* a mad or 
untam ed flea, fastened about the neck by a 
chain having 7ou liuk*. though hardly a 
span in length. The struggles of this aph­ 
anipterous m aniac are said to have i^en 
terrific: but the chain, which had a padlock 
and lock, and weighed only a grain, and 
was a curiosity of itself, wa* quito sufficient 
lo retain it. 
In this exhibition tw o fleas 
were 
harnessed 
to 
a 
chariot 
and 
drew other fleas. These were harnessed to 
an onmious, w hile several m ilitary fleas 
w ent through m aneuvers w ith a brass can­ 
non. These incidents show that tile flea is 
susceptible of being taught m any things. 
and probably, if m ad -th e subject of careful 
investigation, it w raid m ake a still more 
rem arkable showing.

ffFW Y o u r, November 13.—Chauncey M. 
fiepesr I* known in every great financial 
centre of the world as president of the New 
York Central Bail way Company. Ile occu- 
pies a proud position, controlling the em- 
ploy-destiny of 20,000 people, and m ight 
reasonably be supposed to have every mo- 
inent of his waking hours flooded w ith rail­ 
road thought 
Is it so? 
On the contrary, quite the reverse. Dur­ 
ing the life of the late W illiam H. Vander­ 
bilt Mr. Depew wa* w hat m ight be called 
tho keeper of the V anderbilt conscience. 
Not that Mr. V anderbilt's conscience was of 
so tender a nature th at it needed a keeper, 
hut tho V anderbilt moods were capricious, 
impulsive, headstrong, and at tim es reck­ 
less. U nder all circum stances Mr. Depew 
is a cheery person, and of him V anderbilt 
said: 
"In tim es of em barrassm ent C'liauncev’s 
inexhaustible good nature is worth its 
weight in gold.'’ 
Since the death of the great railroad m ag­ 
nate, and write or talk as we may choose, 
it must be conceded th at the late William 
did not bury bis talents in a nankin. The 
great, the m onum ental fortune left him by 
bis father was quite doubled by him ,and he 
was much more of a person, much more of 
an entity than the common estim ate here 
put bim at. Since his death Mr. Depew’s 
duties in the conscience lin e- and I use the 
word conscience in default of a better all- 
around expression— have been vastly in­ 
creased. 
The young gentlemen who in­ 
herited the greater portion of their father’s 
property are, as the world regards them , 
young 
men 
indeed, 
yet 
upon 
their 
shoulder#, accustomed, it 
is to be re­ 
membered, from earliest boyhood to heavy 
burdens and pressures along the line of 
work, rest the trem endous responsibilities 
that always attend large ownerships, and 
iii addition thereto rest the worries and the 
cares attending the moper m anipulation of 
values which are not always steady, and 
which are sometimes subject to trem endous 
fluctuations. They indorse their fath er’s 
confidence in Mr. Depew, they pay their 
father's memory the greatest com plim ent 
it could ask. outside of affection, by follow­ 
ing absolutely iii his footsteps, not alone in 
respect to their business affairs, but their 
friendships and their intim ate counsellors 
aud advisers. 
Although 
here 
are two 
realms ot duty from each of which 
R a d i a t e F a m e a n d R e p u t a t i o n 
for one of New York’s brightest m en, yet I 
w arrant th a t if in any social or political 
circle Mr. Depew’s nam e should be m en­ 
tioned. be would be thought of in a large 
majority of cases simply as a witty im ­ 
promptu 
speaker 
and 
an after-dinner 
orator facile uriuceps. 
Alter dinner speakers are quite a feature 
in our social life, as distinct from the after­ 
dinner speakers in England as the superb 
lo iage, many-coiored, diversified in form 
aud texture end glow, upon the banks of 
our unrivalled North river is ditfereut from 
the anil and alm ost leaden look of a 
dmught-parched field. 
There are all sorts and kinds of after­ 
dinner speakers. 
There are men who go at the company in 
sledge-hammer sty Ie; there are those who 
have the everlasting ego for th eir te n , 
their premise, their argum ent, their conclu- 
lion. There is the apologist, there is the 
larrustic < om m enter upon his predecessors, 
there is the story teller. Now and then 
there are occasions when a dinner is sup­ 
posed to have some political or commercial 
nguiticance. when the obvious text be­ 
comes the man tn whose honor the dinner 
i6 given, and, although the regulation menu 
may be spread, every man is expected to 
utilize tho dish of com plim ent, of flattery, 
and to ladle a d u stiv e adjectives upon the 
recipient of the social courtesy us one ladles 
soup in a prison house or a charity dinner. 
I regard Chauncey Depew as the best 
Bfter-dinuer speaker in this country, be­ 
cause he invariably suits his color to bis 
lurroundings. F irst of all lie is a mau of 
goodly pre-ence, and it is astonishing how 
much weight good look' cany. 
Nine-tenths of the prejudice against H err 
Most, the tiery-worded Anarchist, are born 
of prejudice against his personal appear­ 
ance. Ile is a little short fellow, w ith a face 
having no ciiiD or m outh com paratively. It 
is as it a plane had been run from bis nose 
slanting inw ard toward his jaw bone, (wist­ 
ing the orifice into m ost aw kw ard distor­ 
tion. giving to his entire countenance an 
unearthly and uncanny expression. W hether 
be was born so or w hether he is the un­ 
fortunate victim of 6ome t* rrible accident 
I don’t know, but I lem em er when I first 
saw him brought into court there was a 
shudder u n iv eisally passed from man to 
man in th a t crowded auditorium , a shun- 
Jer which it was impossible lo attribute to 
pit' or com m iseration, 
hut which was 
Porn in astonishm ent, and quickly assum ed 
proportions of disgust. 
Depew, on the contrary, Is a tall, shapely 
person, 
B a u l , » » N e a r l y n i l ( I n a d i o m - M e n A re* 
with a bright blue eye, a clean-cut face and 
a cheery, com fortable atm osphere over and 
about him, indicative of sturdy health, 
buoy ant tem peram ent an I a desire th at all 
men should be as happy and com fortable as 
himself. 
I have seen him at all sorts and kinds of 
tin n ers, at tim es w'hen airy persiflage aud 
jocular nam er were the proper calver; again 
when the atm osphere of the room w as abso­ 
lutely oriferous, and solid logic pertaining 
to substantial endeavor was needed 
to 
turn 
the 
current 
this 
or 
the other 
way; 
again 
when 
in 
a 
vast 
sup­ 
per room were gathered hundreds of the 
w orkingm en of the press of the country, 
men tnem selves experts in the sanctum , in 
the forum , at the reporter’s desk, in the 
vast field of exploration, in the presence of 
men w ho had reported the greatest oiators 
af the day in tim es of wild excitem ent, men 
who weighed with judicial balance tne ut­ 
terances of the w iseitand the m ost studious, 
m d with exactness weighed them all; men 
to whom an ill-tim ed joke would tie an in­ 
tuit. a slighting suggestion a hot text for a 
hotter quarrel, and when an orator of I> - 
pew'g reputation m ight well lent him self 
put to his extrem est m ettle, I never knew 
him to fail. His only weak point is his de­ 
tire to be thought a good story teller. 
Now, close oltservers will tell you th a t 
while as between tragedians and com edians 
the latter h are the greatest reputation, the 
widest circle of friends, a d seem as if bo n 
favorites of greatest fortunes their nam es 
m d their fame d e with them , while every 
tcboolboy can recall and g n e the nam es 
Illustrious as exponent* of tragedy for IOO 
year* back ou the English speaking stage, 
m d is fam iliar also w ith the nam es ut the 
great m en and women who have made Hie 
tragic u tterancesin foreign tongues fam iliar 
In all the great play houses of the wot Id. 
T hink for a m om ent and tell me auick as 
roo re d ti e tine the nam es of ten great 
comedians who have been dead ten years. 
You can’t do it. 
On th e other hand see how quickly you 
respond when I ask you the nam es of ten 
tragedians who have is m dea-i ten years. 
Bo, precisely why B rother Depew should 
w ant ta be regarded as a good story lei er is 
som ething utterly beyond my com orehen- 
tfon, for he has a brainy blore house in 
which arc packed ideas, facts, figures from 
whScil lie draw s argum ents 
with m ost 
ielb ttous facility. 
His style is colloquial, conversational, 
free and easy, vet tom e of his periods are 
absolutely stately, his im agery is always In­ 


teresting and w hen he utilizes stories as 
illustration 
T h e y a r e A p t a n d F o r c i b l e . 
He stands in m arked contrast to his chum 
ana friend, General H orace Porter, con­ 
cerning whom, from his w ar record, one 
would form a totally different idee. than 
th a t which is current in the city of his resi­ 
dence. I have seen and heard P orter scores 
of time*, and I ran alw vs tell by the way 
he begins precisely w hat he is going to say 
and how lie is going to say it. Borne one 
asked him once how it w is tie m anaged to 
give so m any pertinent stories, and he is 
reported to have answered th at he took a 
story w herever he found it. stripped it of 
its clothing, rigged it up rn a blue coat and 
brass buttons, and m ade it serve as part of 
a war record. 
Now, ju st think. 
Here is a m an 50 
years of age, com petent to engineer so 
great a schem e as the West Shore railw ay 
sale, devoting literally the greater portion 
of his tim e to hunting np stories, which lie 
literally unclothe* that, like the apostles’ 
converts, thev may be clothed again. 
Porter is in g reat Hem nd because people 
like to laugh, and .lith ugh hts stories are 
very chestnutty, he does tw ist them . lie 
docs turn them . he docs m ake them serve 
his purpose with adm iral !e skill, vet al­ 
tho gti I have heard him when at the table 
say the greatest and the best, the widest and 
the most serious, I have never known him 
to give utterance to an idea, I have never 
known him to attack a fo'ly or lay bare an 
outrage. I have never known him do any­ 
thing antler heaven but tell stories, one 
running into the other, naturally, grace­ 
fully, e sily and agreeably. 
I have seen m any actors a t public dinners 
and I have always leon greatly pleased 
with ti e way in which they appear. Take 
tho case of 
W il s o n B a r r e t t , f o r I n s t a n c e , 
a charm ing fellow off the stage, a foremost 
actor on i t 
I chanced to be a m inor guest 
where he was chief some tin e since at a 
breakfast, the headache of which has but 
recently departed from my cranium , and 
when toasted he rose to r espond. It was 
with entire propriety he confined his re­ 
m arks to a recognition of lim courteous 
hospitality there extended him and to a 
brief showing of his past, present and 
hoped for future heres 
A few evenings alter th at he was a guest 
of the Press Club, but one of many, and 
when called upon there he dropped him self 
alm ost im m ediately an I layered the com­ 
pany with a recitation, adm ira tile, o ertn en t, 
gr phic. lf Dixey were called upon in a 
place of public entertainm ent of that kind, 
it not being a dinner or a su re r given in 
his special honor, lie would convulse the 
room w ith re Hattons, ho with N at Good­ 
win or John T. Mackay, but will you kiudly 
tell me w hat Edwin Booth would do? 
He not only would not, but could not do 
anything. 
I don’t believe there is a man except some 
of the paid writer^ of eulogies and hooks 
and so on concerning Booth’s work. who 
has had occasion to write more thau I have 
about Edwin Booth. 
I have always said, 
and say today, he had the greatest oppor­ 
tunity of any living man to become a great 
actor. 
His lather was a great actor: Edwin 
was virtually born upon tho stage, his early 
training, bis b tbits, tiis thoughts, every­ 
thing contributed to the great conspiracy 
to tn.>ke hint an actor, and Dad the re been 
brains enough am ong the playw rights of 
the world to afford him melo dram atic on- 
j ortunity, I believe his present reputation 
is but the feeble sighing of a sum m er 
breeze in comparison to the w orld-'w eening 
hurricane of lam e lie m ight have- won. 
Although short in stature, he was g iettly 
favor© i by nature. He has an oval face, 
which, in its entirety, git es a charm ing ap­ 
pearance, not borne out by analysis of indi­ 
vidual fe aures, m agnificent eyes, and a 
quick, cat-like m anner which, if properly 
suited to the word, is in itself a fortune. 
^ et w hat is his reputation today? 
T hat 
of a m an placed alm ost bv accident, and 
backed by birth and fam ily c elebrity and 
notoriety, on a plane of great public prom­ 
inence, who is content to worn for money 
and money alone, utterly regardless ol his 
companion", of his surroundings, of the 
castings of his plays an' of their m ount­ 
ings or furnishings, careless to a degree, 
slovenly in respect of rehearsals, oftentim es 
im perfect in texts whicn he ought to know 
as a child knows its good-night prayer; 
rich, abundantly able to m ake illustrious 
T h e P r o f e s s i o n f i e H o r s N o t A d o r n , 
and so m eagrely equipped in all intellectual 
garnishings as to m ake 
it an absolute 
m ental im possibility for him to discuss 
w ith any man of culture, of study, of re­ 
search, even the whys and wherefores 
of the things he does upon the stage; and as 
for entering upon any wider realm of 
thought tile idea never occurred to him ; 
nor would any friend of his ask him to 
speak, to write, or do anything in public, 
except, parrot like, to say tho words he 
learned. 
And w hat new words has lie 
learned? W hat new people has he studied? 
W hat has he brought to the stage beside 
Hie personality with which ho was invested 
a tth e u a te o f his birth? Nothing, absolutely 
nothing. 
But are there no sneakers, no men of 
original thought on the stage? Must they 
ail of necessity give recitations and ex­ 
tracts. 
I think not. 
I have no doubt th at if you were to talk 
with a host of m en—well, let us see, here in 
New York for in stan ce-tn k e Frederic Rob­ 
inson, now playing in the phenom enal suc­ 
cess of the day, "Jim . the Denm an." Dis­ 
cuss with him, favored with chippings in 
of Mr. Le Movne. W illiam Davicige, John 
Gilbert, Mrs. John Drew, Joseph Jetiersou, 
anything concerning the stage, its past, its 
great names, its trad itio n -, and you will 
find th at you have opened founts of abso­ 
lute instruction, as well as en tertain m en t: 
and do you mean to tell me tinct it would 
be impossible for these gentlem en to say to 
five men sitting before them w hat tiler 
would say to live men of their acquain­ 
tance* sittiag in groups w ithout form al 
discussion? 
And if flier could say it to five w hy not to 
ten, to fifty, to Goo? 
One ot the hest 
speeches I eyer he ard at a dinner w as made 
by Law fence B arrett at a fam ous dinner 
given by the Dress Club, at which were 
General G rant, General Sherm an, Henry 
W ard Beecher and several hundred men of 
equal industry, but less repute. 'I he im ­ 
pression made, however, by B arren's ad ­ 
m irable speech was th a t he had w ritten it 
and learned it, and th at lie was bringing to 
his aid the art of the actor. 
W hether th at 
was so or not it m ade a profound im pres­ 
sion, and he heartily deserved the recogni­ 
tion he received. 
G rant, by the way was’a curious exem pli­ 
fication of the general distrust men have of 
their own powers. Down to the tim e of ills 
leaving the presidential chair he had never 
m ace 
a 
speech, 
as 
such. 
He 
was 
not m odest; he was diffident, 'Hie first 
speech in length I ever heard him m ake 
was delivered at this same Dress Club din­ 
ner. it was lull of bright sarcasm s, enjoyed 
probably m ote by that audience than they 
would have been by others 
L e a R e a d y t a W if e a n d T a k e , 
and from th at tim e on G rant developed as 
an after-dinner speaker. 
No one ever 
heard him decline from that m om ent to 
respond to a toast, and he always spoke 
w ith direct purpose. W ithout thinking of 
the words he thought of the idea and the 
im pression he desired to m ake upon hts 
audience, letting tim words conte then as 
ho m ight allow them to come in ordinary 
conversati n. 
Mr. Beecher is good, and not good. 
He Is w ithout exception tho most moody 
m an I ever knew —an expression which 
will doubtless be m isunderstood. 
I mean lie is a mau of moods. 
lf a barrel tilled w ith w ater be tapped 
th e stream floods, lf an em pty barrel i e 
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guide; it does not reveal to us tho absolute 
good. but is influenced in its judgm ent by 
our surroundings. 
W hat at our tim e and

Conducting a household is sim ilar to con­ 
ducting a business, and observation will 
s h o w the sam e weak spot in women a* in 
men. There are

how many help they employ, while others 
are always a t leisure w ithout neglec ing in 
the least their dom estic affairs. 
It is sys­ 
tem atic work which insures not only suc­ 
cess but leisure. 
lf you should ask wdty hum anity has pro- 
gress' d more rapidly in all branches of 
knowledge during tho last century than 
e \e r before, you will find, anion* many 
other causes, th at m ankind in general has 
learned how t o -.o its work system atically. 
Form er ages directed their attention sepa­ 
rately now to one thing, now' to another, 
and jum ped spasm odically a t conclusions: 
here they gazed at the stars and wonder d

Our tim e has brought system into every 
research. 
It lias allotted to each s ientlst 
hts peculiar task. 
A physician will now 
treat as a specialist a particular disease. 
One scientist will now explore this field; 
another, another, lf an object attracts our 
attention, we begin with exam ining it thor­ 
oughly; 
we m easure it, weigh it, aacer- 
tain all 
its analities, 
and 
then 
we 
compare 
it with 
others 
of the sam e 
kind. 
Placing ■ im lar objects side bv side 
we easily detect c rtain qualities which 
they have in com m on; we genertlize and 
specialize, and the final result of our sys­ 
tem atic labor is th at the law is discovered 
bv which not only the object in question is 
governed, but all objects of a sim ilar na­ 
ture. The knowledge of one law leads to 
the d isc o v e r of another, and thus we owe 
to svgtematic research all the great accom­ 
plishm ents of our time. 
Religion has ever, been a source of dis­ 
pute. There were so m any kinds of religion: 
Ii considered separately they all showed 
such 
A V a r i e t y o f F o r m * , 
even in their fundam ental principles they 
seemed to differ widely from one another. 
The votaries of every religion were so thor­ 
oughly convinced th at their m axim s only 
were right and the m axim s of all ilia 
rest pernicious, th at they would stake for­ 
tune and life on their assertion. It was our 
tim e which opened new avenues by bring­ 
ing s\stem into religious researches,

This dis covery is of great im portance, for 
it will tend to rem ove in course of time. 
the last rem nants of religious hatred and 
prejudice, by dem onstrating their equality 
and their common origin, 
Been by the light of th at rem arkable dis­ 
covery, all rein ions appear like flowers in 
the garden ol 
hum anity. 
None stands 
isolated, none dares to look dow n upon tho 
rest as upon weeds, which ought to he 
rooted out and destroyed. To the botanist 
the most insignificant herb is equal in rank 
to the rose, for it is as beautiful and perfect 
in its kind as is tho rose in hers. 
The first token of equality which meets 
tho eye of thesystem aticobserveriH th at all 
religions, the crudest as well as the most 
refined, have one object in commot], nam ely 
to m ake man better than he is at present. 
to teach him how to d<> the good and how 
to shun the evil. Every religion proposes 
a m ethod by which m an can attain perfec­ 
tion and a state of universal happiness can 
he produced, provided mar1 follows strictly 
its rules and prescriptions. 
Every cere­ 
mony. every rite is a symbol which is to ex­ 
hort (tim to do the good and to warn him 
against tile evil. 
But though all religions have the same 
object in view, though 
they 
all 
have 
preached goodness aud have 
thundered 
against wickedness. 
T h e C u r i o u s F a c t 
appears th at they differed widely in their 
definition of w hat goodness is, of w hat it 
consists aud how it can be distinguished 
from evil. True that every religion has in­ 
tim ated through its iouuders w hat man 
should do and w hat avoid; true th at tho 
life of these originators lias been off ered as 
a prototype al ter which to fashion our con­ 
duct. but if we look at both these intim a­ 
tions and ideals more closely, we shall find 
th ai they are rather unstable. 
W hat was deemed a virtue in one age we 
find often branded as a crime in another. 
\\ iiat is lauded in one country is despised 
in another. 
Though they all claim that 
God him self has revealed to them Hts will 
by word of m outh, they fail to account for 
the fact th at the subsequent age generally 
abolished the laws of the preceding one, or 
allowed them to come silently into disuse. 
If God had ever e tablished a definition of 
good anil evil by word of m outh it would 
have been uniform everywhere, and would

Leaving aside all m inor injunctions, such 
lor instance as regulate worship, we find 
an abundant variety of changing defini­ 
tions of w hat good and evil is, even in more 
im portant quarters. 
Slavery, for instance, is perm itted in one 
age and condem ned in another; m urder is 
encouraged in some cases and prohibited in 
others; theft is hoodwinked at on one occa­ 
sion and reprim anded on others, polygamy 
sanctioned by law and custom in one coun­ 
try and persecuted ana punished hy I i w in 
another, lf we bring ail these definitions 
togeth r side by side. and are told by each 
denom ination thai their definition is ot 
divine origin and m ust be the only correct 
one. we do not know, indeed, w hat to make 
of them . 
We are exhorted to do the good 
and avoid the evil, but, confused by these 
contradictory definitions, we fail to sea how 
we can ever lean: w hat tealiy is a good 
action aud w hat an evil one. 
it has been said that the voice of our con­ 
science will prove to be a reliable guide in 
this difficulty, and th at it will t Ti us un­ 
failingly what right is and w hat wrong. 
Indeed there is no doubt th a t such a 
voice exists; we ail have heard it; we all 
hav e felt our spirit revive when it approved 
of our conduct, and we 
A ll H a v e * > u ia rle d 
under its vituperation. But for all this is the 
voice of our conscience not an independent 


side) cd an I w hat has been considered at 
ail times, and by the great m ajority of hu­ 
m an beings, to ne the sum m um bonum, the 
highest good. and w hat has been dreaded 
most by them as ihe greatest evil. \\ e shall 
always m eet with the same answer. Life 
is our h ghost good, and death the evil 
most dre ded bv all. 
All assertions to lite 
contrary ate hypocritical in their very na­ 
ture. 
A living dog. savs tho ecclesiast, is 
better than a dead lion, and the /Esoptan 
fable of the old man and death brings borne 
the same exjverience w ith full force. Per­ 
m it m o to repeat it for the sake of illustra­ 
tion. 
A poor m an burdened 
with fourscore 
years had gathered a bundle of wood and | 
is about to carry it home. He groans under 
tile heavy load. his aged limbs refuse to j 
serve him , and after every few steps he I 
m ust take a rest. He bewails his m iserable 
lot, and invokes death to come and so re­ 
lease bim of the burden of life. Hts prayer 
is answered on the soot; grim death ap­ 
pears. 
"Yrou have callid m e." he says; 
"here I am ; w hat can I do for you?” The 
old m an. however, 
now repents of

ja s ta There is still sweetness in life. After 
many excuses, he l egs death to help him 
lilt his bundle upon his shoulders. Indeed, 
knowingly or instinctively.we yearn for life, 
and all anim ate beings share w ith us the 
same feeling.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , Novem ber l l . —A terrific 
explosion, supposed to have been causod by 
spontaneous com bustion, occurred in tho 
cigar-box factory of Henry H. Sheip & Co., 
1703 and 1706 Randolph street, this after­ 
noon, shortly after 2 o’clock, by which 
one person was 
killed 
and 
fourteen 
burned or injured by falling 
bricks or 
tim bers. None of those injured will die. The 
rear walls of tho building w ere blown out 
and the report of the explosion was heard 
for several blocks. There were 200 persons 
em ployed In the factory, of whom forty- 
eiglit were girls. 
The greatest excitem ent 
prevailed am ong them , and this was in­ 
creased to a terrible ex ten t when great 
sheets of flame shot through the rear part 
of Hie building. A rush was m ade for the 
siairw av, and all succeeded in escaping 
except throe or four of the girls, who had 
bei Olpe insensible through fright. 
Three alarm s of fire were sounded In 
quick succession, and in a very short time 
the firemen were on Hie ground. Lad dors 
were placed against the building, tim rear 
of which was now a mass of flames, and tho 
women taken out through the windows, 
some of them insensible. As the firemen bora 
the m otionless bodies down the ladders, 
exclam ations of horror escaped from the 
crowds in the streets. A in Int I a noes were 
sent for and the wounded taken to St. 
M ary’s Hospital, where their injuries were 
dressed.
